Information Items:
a) San Diego 311:  Ashley Simmons of Councilmember Carl DeMaio’s staff discussed this new mobile 

phone app which will allow reporting of issues with cell phone pictures.

b) Pacific Highway north of Taylor Street striping plan:  Jim Lindquest of the SD Transportation 
Engineering Operations is requesting to change the on street parking on Pacific Highway north of 
Taylor Street. There was additional discussion.

c) Fairfield Inn Variance on two items:  Lee Grossbarde presented some preliminary plans of the 
ongoing 3 million dollar remodel of the Fairfield Inn.  It appears that the proposed remodel will 
request two variances from the Architectural Ordinance:  1) the addition of a 264 sq.ft. patio adjacent 
to the Jefferson Street breakfast area.  2) Mexican style tile risers on the steps.  Discussion followed.

Action Items:
a)  Vote and seat  OTCPG Member for vacant Resident term ending March 2012. 
 Three Applications for the vacant residential Membership seat were submitted; and, each candidate had 
attended at least two prior meetings.  The candidates were Marie Pedrin-Gazoni, Ann Dahlkamp, and 
Patricia Gillet.  Each gave a short talk about their qualifications and left the room before the vote was 
taken.  At 4:35 each the vote was taken.  Marie Pedrin-Gazoni polled first, Patricia Gillet polled second 
and Ann Dahlkamp polled third.   Marie Pedrin-Gazoni was seated to the vacant resident term ending 
March 2012.

b) OTCPG Response Letter to EIR Draft for the Old Caltrans  building environmental review, 
including archaeological and historic review.

David Bevilaqua moved and Richard Stegner seconded motion 14Sep2011#5 to submit a response 
letter to the EIR Draft  for the Old Caltrans building environmental review, including archeological and 
historic review.  Chuck Ross discussed a real estate appraisal he had commissioned from Colliers 
Appraisal by Jay Diskin; and, the letter he had sent to the OSDCPG.  Bruce Coons spoke of the need to 
ask CALTRANS to delay the sale.  At 4:55 p.m. this motion was approved with 12 votes for, 2 absent, 
and 1 abstain.  A copy of this letter dated September 23, 2011 is attached to these minutes.

c) Proposed amendments to the OTCPG; bylaws; Gary Lamble Chair of Bylaws Committee.
Tabled until the October Meeting.

! The Code enforcement Committee met in July and Lorna Rice will call another meeting in September.

Announcements:
! The BID/Chamber will have elections in November and a Business Mixer at the end of October, the Art 
! Festival October 1-2, and the Days of the Dead November 1-2.   Tait Galloway discussing the 
! Community Plan Update said that the “Old Town Boundary Dispute” would be decided in about two 
! years. The Fourth Grade California History Program in Old Town has been suspended not terminated.  
! The Historic Resources Board has an opening for a member from District 2.
